PULP WOOD EXPORT 

Ottawa Goverr,,v;ont Contemplating 
Preventive Measures 

Ottawa, Sept. 30.— The government 
Is taking into consideration tho ques- 
tion of the exportation of pulp wood, 
and It Is expected that at the next ses- 
sion of parliament a measure putting 
a stop to the sale of such wood out- 
side, the country will bo passed. The 
matter has been brought to the atten- 
tion o£ the administration owing to 
the tremendous inroads that have been 
made upon the pulp wood resources of 
the country In recent years. The 
drain for both the lomo manufacturer 
and for the fore.lgrt market has be- 
come so great as to alarm those who 
are thoroughly alive tp the situation. 
If It should continue on its present 
scale it will bo a ."jrious matter in the 
near future. Th«J government has 
been urged from many quarters .to 
take action to preyont the destruction 
of the pulp wood resource.5, and it is 
convinced that something ought to be 
done, and that without delay.

Ottawa, Seid. 30. — Nominations In 
London, North Wellington and East 
Northumberland will be held on Octo- 
ber 22; polling day, October 29. The 
officers are: London, C. H. Ivey; 
North Wellington, John Anderson; 1 
East Northumberland, Fred Brltell. 

Ottawa will bo represented by three 
members In the next legislature. 

The plans for a new hotel at Ottawa 
have been altered. The architecture 
has been 'changed from Italian Gothic, 
Which is that of the parliament build- 
ings, to Norman Gothic, out of compli- 
ment to Sir "Wilfrid Laurler's Norman 
ancestry. The hotel is to have a front- 
age of 135 feet on the Wellington street 
approach with a depth on the Macken- 
zie avenue side of 50 feet. It Is ex- 
pected that tho building will bo at 
least seven stories high. 

On the occasion of New Zealand be- 
ing created a Dominion, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier sent the following telegram to 
Premier Ward: "Ottawa, Sept. 25. — 
To Ward, Wellington: Best wishes 
and all success to the new dominion. 
CSIgned) Laurier." Premier Ward 
has sent the following reply: 'Wel- 
lington, Sept. 25. — To Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Ottawa, Oat.: The new do- 
minion heartily thanks her elder sister 
and hopes to follow in" her footsteps. 
C Signed) Ward." 

The customs revenue of the Domin- 
ion for the six months ending August 
30 show an increase of $i>,418.2!)0 over 
tho samo time last year. The total 
collections for the past six months ag- 
gregated 531,412,735. Tho collections 
for August were $5,203,638, an Increase 
of $546,223 over August, tast year. 

Albert IT. Dewdney. late a wholesale 
jeweler in Toronto, Whose failure a 
few months ago involved 5150,000, was 
arrested at Hamilton race track by 
Detective Bleakley on *h« charge of 
obtaining $2,000 from Jolnmnn Lorie 
of this city by fraud. Dewdney, it lH 
alleged, exploited in Toronto the stock 
of a binder twine company supposed 
to bo operating in New York. 

Hugh Hayes of York street, Otta- 
wa, lost his life on Saturday night by 
a rear er.d collision between Britan- 
nia street car. lie was a motorman, 
and was not of long" experience. By 
some inadvertence ho failed stop his 
car In time, and it crashed Into tho 
car ahead, which was filled with pas- 
sengers. Hayes' car was badly 
smashed, and he was so seriously In- 
jured that he died in the hospital on 
Sunday. 

Tho government Is preparing for 
submission to tho Japanese govern- 
ment a complete statement of its case 
against a continuance of 'the present 
large influx of Japanese Immigrants 
Into Canada. A commissioner will 
present arguments to the Mikado's 
government at Toklo. The statement 
will point, out thai when the treaty 
was signed with Japan there was an 
o> press understanding that, the Japa- 
nese law restricted the issue of pass- 
ports u> I 'ending emigrants to a lim- 
ited number each .••ear. si 1 that it 
would intinue to be enforced. Tho 
law maRcS a prison obtaining a pass- 
port undere false representation lia- 
ble to a heavy fine. Enforcemonl of 
this clause by Japan would Influence 
the Influx into British Columbia by 
way of the Hawaiian islands. It is 
stated also that public opinion in Can- 
ada is adverse to any large or sudden 
influx of Orientals, and thai continu- 
ance of the present influx will rfsult 
In unnecessary race friction In British 
Columbia and will militate against tho 
development of trade relations between 
the two countries.

Quebec. Sept. 30. — Mr. Lea, repre- 
senting the North American Wrecking 
company, the firm Which is endeavor- 
ing to raise the Bavarian, denies that 
Saturday's gale broke the vessel In 
two and that the vessel Is likely to be 
abandoned. The steamer is being 
cut In two, and wlp go into dry dock 
to be surveyed prior to being patched 
up and taken to !N»iW York for per- 
manent repairs. 




French Priest Killed and China 
Inland Mission Buildings 
B u mod 



Shanghai, Sept. 30. — Details received 
hero today In regard to tho outbreak 
of Boxerism tit Kanchow Fu, province 
of Klang SI, last week, say that the 
buildings of the Catholic mission and 
tho China Inland mission there were 
destroyed as the result of riots organ- 
ized against worshippers of the "Great 
White God." 

A French priest was killed, but other 
missionaries, including the Americans, 
Messrs. Home and Marshall, and their 
families, are safe. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 30. — -Trie station 
of tlie China Inla,i ,! mission at Kan- 
chow Fu, reported destroyed by 
Boxers, consisted of two residences oc- 
cupied by the missionaries, a chapel 
und two schools, one for boys and the 
other for giris. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. M. Home, of Ham- 
ilton, Out, Mr. and Mrs. GCo. Mar- 
shall of Chicago, Mr. and Mrs. Hal! of 
Engla' 3 and It. W. Porteoua and .1. L. 
Bowe, also of England, were in 
charge. At the American headquarters 
of the China Inland mission in this 
city no news has been received of tho 
trouble in Kanchow Fu. A letter from 
there about two months ago indicated 
everything quiet at that time, and no 
trouble anticipated. Tho China Inland 
mission is an inter-denominational so- 
ciety, and has branches all over. The 
branch In this city Is In charge- of 
Rev. li. \V. Frost. 

Xew York, Sept. 30. —No advices re- 
garding the Boxer outbreak at Kan- 
chow Pu havi been received hero by 
the Rev. Jonoph Frerl, American di- 
rector for the propagation of the faith. 

"Doubtlesj the Catholic mission de- 
stroyed In Kanchow Fu was a small 
building which was used by the mis- 
sionary In periodical visits to that 
place," said he. "I doubt If there Is 
a resident missionary In Kanchow Fu, 
as we have no record that one has been 
established there."

OPERATING IN MEXICO 

Canadian, American and British Capi- 
talists Combine 

New York, Sept. 30. -A combination 
has been made between two powerful 
American, Canadian and British 
groups of capitalists for tho construc- 
tion and operation of electric lighting, 
traction and power systems In .Mex- 
ico, which will represent an Initial in- 
vestment of fully $15,000,000. New 
Vorkers are primarily interested in the 
first named syndicate. Among them 
are William Ban:;. Ion Mill of the 
banking house of Edward Sweet & Co. 
and Frederick S. Pearson, formerly 
chief consulting engineer for the Met- 
ropolitan Street railways. Sir William 
Van Home of Montreal Is also an In- 
vestor. New Yorkers .are largely con- 
cerned In a project to construct and 
operate a mammoth sugar refining 
plant at Cordolsa, Mex. 

FLU R Ft Y IN C.P.R. STOCK. 

Shorts Caught in Drive on New York 
Exchange. 

Toronto, Sept. 30 There has been 
n terrific drive against the C.P.R. 
shorts In New York. The stock was 
sidling at 100 at 2.30, when it Sudden- 
ly started and did not slop until sales 
were being made at 171, a rise of 11 
points for tie flay. v 



Pekin, Sept. 30. — There lias been a 
complete deadlock between China and 
Japan over Manchurian affairs since 
Juno 30 last, and the action of del 
United States toward Japan lias now 
become a feature of the situation. The 
administrations at .Mukden and Pekin 
welcome what tho officials call a "re- 
vival of America's Interest" in sending 
the battleship fleet to the Pacitlc after 
apparent indifference to the far East 
situation, and as a result the Chinese 
officials are resisting the demands of 
the Japanese. 

After four months of fruitless nego- 
tiations the viceroy of Manchuria, Hu 
S.hili Chung, has arrived in Pekin to 
explain the state of affairs in his juris- 
diction. Tho board of war has been 
installed in a new and splendid war 
office. The regarrisonlng of Manchuria 
is in progress. The governmenc is 
adding 30,000 troops drilled in modern 
warfare to the 10,000 old-time troops 
now in that part of the empire. All 
these troops are being equipped for 
winter service, the authorities being 
determined to suppress the Chinese 
bandits, whose activity always has 
been a source of annoyance to t ho gov- 
ernment. 

Japan has met these activities of the 
new Chinese administration with new 
demands, adding to the Jiiglr.al ques- 
tions, the post, customs, Yah, timber 
concession, the Shalllng mines, the 
restoration of the telegrapiiio lines 
and public buildings and the control 
of rights to reside In Manchuria, an- 
another question, namely, the delimit- 
ation of the Koroar -Manchurian 
boundary. 

Tho relations between China and 
Russia on the sun.ieet of Manchuria 
have improved. IViSsla Is ro-uPQratlng 
with China In the development of pos- 
tal, customs and railroa 1 facilities. 

Missionary StuddnU. 

Quebec, Sept. 30.— -Among the pas- 
sengers on tho new Allan liner Gram- 
plan, arrived from Glasgow yester- 
day, were nineteen theological stu- 
dents from Scotland on their way to 
Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
where they will engage In mission 
work for the Presbyterian church of 
Canada, and at the same time com- 
plete their studies in Manitoba college, 
Winnipeg. Fifty students have boen 
engaged, the balance coming out lat- 
ter. ' 



ADMIRALTY DENIES. 

Reports Concerning Esquimau Said to 
Be Foundationless. 

London, Sept. 30.— Reports have 
been appearing in tho London news- 
papers for the past week from Cana- 
dian sources that tho British admiralty 
intended to re-establish the naval base 
at Esquimau, 13. C, Replying to an 
Inquiry today, officials of the admiralty 
said there was no foundation for tho 
rumors, adding that there was no in- 
tention either of resuming" control of 
the fortifications at Esquimau, which 
were take?) over by the Canadian gov- 
ern men t. or of increasing the strength 
of the British fleet In Pacific waters. 

CHOLERA IN RUSSIA 

Thousands of People Carried Off By 
the Deadly Disease 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 30.— Tho epi- 
demic of cholera which broke out early 
in August is spreading rapidly, and al- 
ready twelve provinces are affected. 
.Tho disease is reported mostly along 
1 the Volga, but it has got as far north 
|ns Archangel and made Its appearance 
i at Somiplatir.sk, Omsk, Tomsk and 
lUralsk, In Siberia. The provinces of 
I jfazat, Samara, Saratav and Nlzhino- 
gorod are tho worst afflicted. The 
deaths already reach into tho thou- 
sands. The great.-: .wtality Is in tho 
towns in the country. It has been 
found impossible to check the scourge 
and every day it is appearing In new 
provinces.

Keeping Money on Call in 
New York

. Vancouver, Sept. 30. — President 
Nays, of the G. T. P., and party ar- 
rived from Prince Rupert thii morn- 
ing. When Interviewed, Mr. Hays said 
his company wouid complete the con- 
struction of the G. T. P. transcontin- 
ental line by lalh and afterwards pro- 
posed to build irom Fort George to 
Vancouver. Me said Prince Rupert lots 
would be placed on the market next 
summer. 

President Hays, Vice President 
Morse and party left for Seattle this 
afternoon. Uo did not go (aJ/ictoria, 
as was expected, but slated that Mr. 
Bacon, harbor engineer, and Mr. Taft, 
assistant solicitor of the company, 
would go over and confer vith the 
governne-nt. 

Tile c"v council here tonight voted 
down ,,a request of the Anti-Asiatic 
league" to hold another meeting in the 
city hall, on a division of six to three. 



Winnipeg, Sept. 30.— "I think tho 
banks have, loaned up to their limit, 
and that business 1ms expanded to a 
greater extent than those mado with 
tho banks," was a statement made to- 
dav by George Burns, general manager 
of tho Bank of Ottawa, when discuss- 
ing the alleged money stringency, lie 
also pointed to tho fact that the state- 
ments as to a curtailment by tho banks 
wore quite mistaken. Tho government 
returns, ho pointed out, allowed a 
steady expansion of current loans. Re- 
garding the criticism of the bunks for 
loaning money abroad, Mr. Burns said 
that that was the result of a misappre- 
hension. Sc3mo banks were transacting 
business outside of 'Ctnada, and they 
wore getting deposits from outside of 
Canada us well as lending money at 
tho same places. It was Imperative for 
tlie banks to keep a certain amount of 
cash immediately available, and the 
I o nly way they had of doing this was 
to lend it on call in New York. To 
this course tho only alternative was to 
keep the money idle In tho vaults of 
the banks. Speaking of commercial 
conditions, Mr. Burns was quite hope- 
ful. As to the west lie did not wish to 
speak as he had just arrived. 

After Dakota Wheat. 

Langdon, N.D., Sept. 30— Canadian 
Pacific ofllcials have been at Lang- 
don for the purpose of conferring with 
local parties interested in land near 
the boundary with a view of extend- 
ing the road across dio line at Mow- 
bray, so as to allow the shipping of 
groin in bond through Canada. An 
extension of only a few (hundred feet 
would bo necessary In order to bring 
the track across tho line sufficiently 
to allow the loading of cars 011 this 
side. Under the Canadian law, 
wheat hauled across the line In wa- 
gons cannot be shipped in bond, but 
if a car is loaded and scaled on this 
side it can be done. This, if carried 
out, will mean the hauling of thou- 
sands of bushels of grain from the 
American side of the line through 
Canada, that has heretofore been mar- 
keted at Langdon, Dresden, Waies 
1 and Hannah. * 



More Than Three-Fourths 
Found to Be No, 3 North- 
ern or Better 



Winnipeg, Sept. 30.— Tho pessimist 
who since tlie commencement of har- 
vest has been devoting most of his 
energy to knocking tho crop and gen- 
erally decrying the country must have 
received a rude Jolt Inst week If ho 
devoted any time to the study ti tho 
inspection returns, shots,.:- how tho 
receipt^ of wheat havs been grading 
to date. 

During the past week tho move- 
mont of grain, retarded by lato cut- 
ting and threshing, hocamo quite free, 
and for the first time the public luis 
been given an idea of the quality of 
the crop just harvested. The returns 
of inspector? so far mnde would indi- 
cate that the pessimists' opinion is 
not being borne out by the results, as 
only a very small percentage e" fis 
wheat is grading low. Tho facts to 
that during the week commencing or, 
Monday, Sept 23, and ending yester- 
day, Sii3 cars of new wheat wero in- 
spected at Winnipeg. Of these no less 
than 712, or over S3 por cent., graded 
No. 3 northern or better, a splendid 
showing when one considers the con- 
ditions under which the great propor- 
tion of tlie crop was harvested, Dur- 
ing each day of the week in question 
the percentage of No. 1 northern 
wheat inspected has been greater than 
any other grades, with No. 2 north- 
ern second, but always somo distance 
away. 

Saturday and Sunday wore typical 
examples, On the former, out of 1S6 
cars of new wheat Inspected 1ST went 
No. 3 northern or above. o£ which two 
cars were No. 1 hard, S5 cars No. I 
northern, !io cars No, 2 northern and 
15 cars No, 3 northern. On Sunday 
172 cars were inspected, of which M0 
went No. 3 northern or better, grading 
as follows: One car No. 1 hard, 71 
ears No. 1 northern, S7 cars No. 3 
northern and 11 cars No. 3 northern. 

Grain mon unite In expressing tho 
opinion that tho showing so far made 
is a remarkably good one, and all are 
highly pleased at the results attained.

Burglars Sentenced

The Squaw Man. 

A strong play, strongly presented hy 
a strong company expresses In a nut- 
shell the presentation of tlio Squaw 
Man, by William Faversham and his 
admirable associates. It Is a good 
play, that Is, good In sentiment. There

It 
appeared to be history that any un- 
dertaking, run by the municipality cost I 
more than where il was directed by a 
commission of competent men. Thcl 
new waterworks supply has to come. 
It may cost a million or more and he 
ask. ,1 the question: How do you pro- 
pose to get tho money and spend it? 
He declared thai the entire lack of 
continuity was the great trouble where 
a council directed matters. Just 
when one council had adopted certain 
procedure in connection with any Im- 
portant measure it was retired and a 
new council installed. In this way 
there was no concentrated effort, no 
definite scheme followed out to a do- 
finite end.

Perhaps there never has been any- 
thing in the columns of a local news- 
paper quito equal in baseness to the 
leading editorial in iast night's Times, 
which consisted chiefly of an extract 
from the Ottawa Free Press. Perhaps, 
also the must amazing thins about the 
article was that it should appear In 
Mr. Tempieman's paper at a time 
when that gentleman Is in the city. 
Wo have assumed that Mr. Temple- 
man desired to conduct politcial cam- 
paigns as a gentleman should and 
therefore that amor.!;- the things he 
would not countenance would bo the 
utterance of deliberate untruths. We 
can very well understand that Mr. 
Templeman cannot be expected to see 
In advance the statements made In his 
paper, but now that his attention is 
drawn to what the Times has said, It 
certainly is Incumbent upon him eith- 
er to disavow all responsibility for 
the publication of the extract, or else 
to take the burden of the false sta-te- 
ment upon himself. There can bo no 
middle ground. The special state- 
ment to which we take exception is 
the following: 

"He (Mr. McBrlde) came to Ottawa 
and told fhe Secretary of State that 
he himself had advised Hon. Mr. 
Dunsmuir not to sign the Bill." (The 
reference is to the Bowser BUI). 

Mr. Templeman knows thai this 
statement is untrue. The Times 
knows it is untrue, but unfortunately 
that makes little difference. It is 
absolutely and unqualifiedly false. Yet 
Mr. Tempieman's paper puts forward 
tills statement from the Ottawa paper 
with all the sanction that can be given 
to it by representing ' the Free Press 
as "the leading newspaper In the 
capital of Canada." Now we put it to 
Mr. Templeman, as a public man, as 
a gentleman, who will soon be In the 
throes of a political controversy, as 
one who feels keenly any animadver- 
sion upon lii3 own acts as A represen- 
tative, if he proposes' to permit his 
newspaper to indulge in. the publica- 
tion of deliberate falsehoods against 
his political opponents. It is for him 
to say. It is for him to deride whether 
the political issues in the federal cam- 
paign will be carried on as they ought 
to be betwee i gentleman, or If it will 
be necessary to meet falsehood with 
those personal comments, which they 
invite. 

Mr. Templeman knows as well as 
he knows anything that Lieutenant- 
Governor Dunsmuir was not advised 
by Mr. McBride to withhold his as- 
sent from the Bowser Bill, and yet 
his paper, we concede probably with- 
out his knowledge, has bad the braz- 
en effrontery to print that Mr. Mc- 
Brlde advise, l that the Royal assent 
should be withheld. This incident Is 
a little the most painful that has re- 
cently occurred in the local political 
arena, and we once more say that In 
view of the fact that a contest cannot 
be far away, a contest which all de- 
cent people would like to see curried 
on in such a manner that personal 
animosities will not be engendered, 
we hope that .Mr. Templeman will dis- 
avow all -a ithoritj for the publication 
of such a. gross and wilful misstate- 
ment, if he does not do so, n will 
be difficult to discover how he can be 
relieved of the responsibility of Its 
publication. I 



THE ALL-RED LINE. 

We commend Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
outspoken position on tie- proposed 
.All-Red Line to his supporters, who as 
a rule approach the discussion of this 
great question as though they are 
afraid it may be loaded in some mys- 
terious way. It is somewhat singular 
that, while Sir. Wilfrid Laurier and 
Sir ('barbs Tapper ate l„,t)i deter- 
mined advocates of this' enterprise, 
many of the Liberal and Conservative 
papers regard it with none tor, favor- 
able eyes. When the enterprise was 
first mooted, the Colonist, seeing )„ 
it something which must ted,, and to 
the very great advantage of Victoria, 
declared itself heartily in favor of it; 
but our evening contemporary turned 
the hose on at once. We do not sup- 
pose that this means anything more 
than that the Times felt Itself bound 
to oppose it because the Colonist fav- 
ored it, but this will not explain the 
lukewarmness of some of the Liberal 
papers and the open hostility of some 
of those supporting the Conservative 
party, and the latter especially, seeing 
that all the Premier has done has been 
to revamp , one of the. features of the 
Conservative policy. "Wo are heartily 
glad to '.see that Sir Wilfrid is very 
much in earnest and has declared that 
the lino must bo established, with a 
connection with Australia and Now 
Ziealand, as well as with Japan and 
China. 

How much this will mean for Vic- 
toria It is not easy -tow to say, but 
it will be very much. Whatever claim's 
other localities can make on tjic s<,oro 



of nearness to the Orient, Victoria 
stands in a class by herself as regards 
nearness to the Antipodes among all 
ports on the Pacific n aboard of Can- 
ada. With (lie rai-i'ay connections 
now assured within a very few years, 
Victoria will be directly accessible 
from all points on the mainland of 
Canada. It will be possible to assem- 
ble hero, as cheaply as anywhere else 
on the coast, the passengers, malls and 
freight, which will supply the All-Red 
Line to the Antipodes with business, 
tint! there is no need to demonstrate 
what the advantages of this city are 
us a terminus for a line of largo and 
fast ocean liners. The Colonist con- 
fesses to optimism, It is not afraid 
to be enthusiastic. It is both opti- 
mistic and enthusiastic over the future 
of this city in connection with this 
highly important proposal. 

A dTfFIClTlT PROBLEM 

Much is said as to the desirability of 
finding homes in Canada for the un- 
employed In the United Kingdom, and 
there can be no doubt that these are 
tho people whom we want in the Do- 
minion in preference to representatives 
of other races; but more is involved 
in the removal of men from a sphere 
of Idleness on one' side of the Atlantic 
co one of activity on the other side, 
than the simple herding together of a 
number of people and paying their 
passage on a steamship. There are 
unemployed and unemployed, There 
are unemployed men, who are willing 
to work at any honorable occupation, 

and tin re at titers who are afflicted 

with what .Mr. A. J. Dawson, in bis 
absorbing story, "The Message,'' calls 
"the paralysis of (he streets." Mr. 
Dawson, whom many people will re- 
member wit'a pleasure as one of tho 
English newspapermen, who recently 
visited us, htis bad the advantage aris- 
ing from making his observations on 
the ground. lie does not need to ask 
any one as to the mind of tho London 
unemployed, and what is true of the 
world's metropolis is true of all the 
great cities. We can see indications of 
the same thing even in smaller com- 
munities—of the paralysis of tho 
streets, which seems to inspire men 
with a species of fear for the great 
Unknown, lying beyond the long f-ows 
of brick and stone. During the demon- 
strations of the unemployed last year 
in London, it is said that hundreds 
of advertisements appeared for men 
to go to work in the country, but none 
of those, who marched through tho 
streets with banners, were willing to 
accept the offered employment. The 
condition is pitiable, and it presents 
what is perhaps the most difficult of 
all the questions involved in the in- 
dustrial situation. The glamor of high 
wages draws men from the country to 
swell the ranks of unskilled labor. The 
newcomers are stronger and more will- 
ing to work hard than those who were 
born in tile city or have been there for 
a long time. The fittest survives, and 
tlte city man is forced down to a lower 
stage. The downward course is easy 
enough. Everything combines to make 
it so,, and us men follow it there is 
just enough of the element of chance, 
just enough of the certalnity of char- 
ity, just enough of tho opportunity for 
drink to make it attractive to those, 
who have had till true ambition crush- 
ed out of them. The result is that in 
till large cities there is an increasing 
class, for which it is exececTngly dif- 
ficult, to do anything that will perman- 
ently ben, -tit them, a class, which Is 
a greater menace to society than is 
generally believed, a class which some 
day may become inspired by the genius 
of destruction. Paris under the Com- 
mune was an illustration of what may 
happen, when the men and women up- 
on whom "the paralysis of the streets" 
litis laid its hand, have been aroused 
and instigated to action by conscience- 
less leaders. 

, There is little doubt that if such 
people could be forced out into ithe 
open life of Canada, in a few years the 
new urroundings would materially 
Improve them, .and good citizens could 
be made from men and women, wdio 
are at. present in every sense unde- 
sirable; hut it wall be exceedingly dif- 
ficult to obtain their consent to try 
What a new bind lias to offer, and 
moreover they are unfitted in many re- 
spects for life outside of the cities. 
Hut what can be done is to assist the 
unemployed, who would work if they 
had a chance and have not become 
victim's of the "paralysis.'' These can 
be kept from sinking .lower, and it. is 
front Ibis class that the strength of the 
Empire can be recruited. It ought to 
be possible to secure many such people 
for Canada, and money spent Is as- 
sisting them to reach a bind where 
they can play the part of men, is 
worth many times the same .amount 
spent in giving charitable assistance. 
For those in the lower grade there Is 
little chance of industrial salvation. 
Tile most that can be done i.s to try 
and keep them from being pushed 
deeper down by pressure from above. 



physical violence and futile denun- 
ciation. 

This is exactly in keeping with what 
tha Colonist has been telling its read- 
ers. We have known all along, and 
have published the fact, that there 
am two kinds of Japanese exclusion, 
Kite kind wi want here, and as yet have 
been unable to get, and the kind tho 
Japanese themselves practise in their 
own country. Tho Jaiiane.se author- 
ities do not permit foreigners to work 
at unskilled labor In Japan, without 
permission, and It Is sound economic 
policy to permit tho natives of a coun- 
try to have the'flrst right to perform 
the labor of the country. Perhaps 
some of those who did not agree with 
this policy will do so now, seeing that 
Japan follows If. Once we grant this 
principle, that is, tho right ot a coun- 
try to protect its unskilled working- 
men, tho exclusion of any class of Im- 
migrants becomes only a matter of de- 
tail. "We have repeatedly urged that 
there was nothing in the influx of the 
Japanese to warrant any panicky feel- 
ing. The matter can be adjusted on 
terms perfectly satisfacory all round. 
The only thing necessary is tho exer- 
cise of calmness and common sense.

We do not suppose that any parti- 
cular amount of good will result from 
it, but we wish once more to direct 
attention to the rate at which motors, 
and now the reference is chiefly to 
livery motors, are driven through the 
streets. Especially was this the case 
on Fort street during exhibition week. 
Several cases of narrow escapes from 
accident have been mentioned to the 
Colonist. It is just possible that some 
of the chauffeurs do not realize the 
speed at Which they travel. The mo- 
tion Is easy and as it calls for no 
effort -on the part of the chafteur, the 
first thing the latter knows he is 
speeding along at twenty miles an 
hour, when he probably would lie 
amazed if lie were told that he was 
going more than ten. Any ordinary 
driving horse, if be U'ots at all. will 
move at tbe rate of six miles an 
hour; if be is urged be will easily 
make eight, and vet nearly all motets 
will pass such horses in less than their 
own length and the chal'fours would 
probably be astounded if it was sug- 
gested thai they were exceeding the 
speed limit. A motor moving ;it even 
twelve miles an hour is no menace to 
anyone, wdiere there is a straight 
stretch o<" street unobstructed, but 
when passing tram cars, of moving 
along Winding roads, or around cor- 
ners, or on streets where there Is 
much traffic, or where streets cross 
each other, six miles an hour Is as 
fast as any vehicle, motor or carriage 
ought to be driven.

Successful Prairie Colonizer Planning 
to Bring Thousand Fruit Farm- 
ers to l his Province 



Vancouver, B.C., Sept, 30— F. War- 
ren Stees, of Caron, Sask., formerly 
of Chicago, well known in Canada as 
a successful colonizer, is a guest at 
Hotel Vancouver. in an Interview 
Mr. Steos said that among other busi- 
ness that had brought him bore, ami 
regarding which he was very reti- 
cent, .was a project to secure land, pre- 
ferably in tho Fraser valley, and brine, 
out a number of fruit farmers from 
the east.

May Now Publish His Paper in 
Peace— Notes from Prince 
Rupert 



John Houston, editor and proprietor 
of the Prince Rupert Kmplrc, lias 
won his light with the Grand Trunk 
officials who tried to keep him and 
his paper out of the new terminal city. 
At last reports the veteran newspaper- 
man had issued a search warrant for 
his press, which was stated to be 
detained on the company's wharf. Tho 
latesc account brought down by D. 
Stevens of the B. C. Information 
Agency, Limited, is that John Houston 
has got his way and that there will 
be no further difficulties, other than 
those attending the weekly ghost walk, 
In gottlng out the latest addition to 
tho press of the province. 

"I saw* Mr. ' Houston when I was at 
Prince Rupert," said Mr. Stevens, 
"and ho told mo that all troubles had 
been amicably arranged and that ho 
had received permission to erect a 
building, lie said ho was going to build 
an office right away, and that every- 
thing was lovely. 

"There is not much doing at Prince 
Rupert yet," he continued, "but when 
construction starts tilings will hum. 
The western end of the read will be 
a very expensive lilt of work and will 
bring millions of money into the town. 
Just now, apart from a drug store, a 
butcher shop and grocery, 1. don't think 
there is any business there. The com- 
pany owns all the townslte and has not 
put any of the lots on tho markets yet, 
lutl It is expected that they will do 
so next spring. They are building a 
splendid wharf there now. It will he 
good enough for any city, and tbero 
is a magnificent harbor. The townslte 
is well located, buc look3 prcti/ rough 
as yet, and it will take a good deal of 
money to put it in shape. It is sup- 
posed to he a bad place for rain, but 
there has been very little rain thero 
ibis summer. In fact they have had 
lino weather all up the coast this 
year. 

"I understand that the contract ha'3 
been awarded for construction at Cop- 
per river, and I was told that contrac- 
tors had started to build a tote road 
from there to the Kitlmaat road, a 
distance of 40 miles. 

"The navigation on the Skeena is 
in bad shape just now since the loss of 
tlio two Hudson's Bay steamers. Tho 
Caledonian has been launched and she 
Is a good boat, but it is considered 
doubtful how far she can go up tho 
river. Many say that a boat of her 
draught will never get up to Hazelton. 
This Interruption of communication, 

has;, they say, led to a possible scarci- 
ty of provisions in the Bulkeley val- 
ley country. I am told they have not 
much flour there now, and there is a 
chance of some suffering before win- 
ter is over unless a sceanier can bo 
got up tin- river. 

"Thero are a lot of fertile valleys 
suitable for agriculturists near Princo 
Rupert, and they have a grc-at many 
promising mining prospects, njul al- 
together the air of confidence you sco 
on 'everyone's face up there seems to 
me to he well justltid."

Though Premier McBride posted 
back from Nelson to keep an engage- 
ment witli C, M. Hays, president, and 
I-'. \V. Morse, general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway, in this 
city yesterday, neither of those gen- 
tlemen turned up, and dp until the 
present Premier McBride is in Ignor- 
ance of why they failed to keep their 
appointment, or of why they change-; 
their plans. He has received no word 
from them. 

The appointment was made over a 
week ago, and was for the purpose of 
discussing- tile railway's plans at 
Princo Rupert and a number of other 
matters, including, it Is generally un- 
derstood, the reversionary rights to the 
land, purchased by tho Grand Trunk 
Paclllc railway from the Metlakl'tlf. 
Indians. 

"l! was a great surprise to me," re- 
marked Hon. Mr. McBrido, when asked 
regarding tho matter. "I had broken 
off my 'trip with Mr. Borden and can- 
celled my engagements to speak in 
Grand Forks and Cranbrook in order 
to bo back In time. I have received 
no message from Mr, Hays." 

Whether the sudden change of plans 
and the abandonment of the Interview 
with th- provincial authorities her- 
alds a chanpe of plans by the officials 
of the new transcontinental Is noi 
known. Mr, Hays, In his interviews 
given In Vauco tver yesterday, gave no 
hint of any such. 

Mr. Mays and party arrived in Van- 
couver yesterday morning and proceed- 
ed eastward by the Great Northern. 
The party v as to have arrived here 
last evening. A dlspa'tch from Van- 
couver states that Mr. Hays is pleased 
with conditions in (lie north and Is 
sanguine that a good trade will lie 
worked up with Prince Rupert.. lie 
slated that the railway will develop 
the ltl.OOO acres of coal lands in the 
Telqua and will make, shipments from 
Prince Rupert as well as supply its 
western system therefrom. 

Contracts will shortly be awarded 
for the construction from tho coast. 
The construction of the main line will 
bo finished first, and then the problem 
of building south towards Vancouver 
will be considered. 

No final arrangements have been 
made with regard to a trans-Paclflo 
steamship service, though, according 
to Mr. Hays, tlio company has received 
proposals from nearly every steam- 
ship line in the country.

EMPRESS" LEAVES TODAY 



Shinano Mam and Lonsdale 
Are Also Scheduled to 
Leave Port 



This will be a busy week at the 
outer dock. The steamer Empress of 
Japan eff the C. P. R. will sail thlg 
morning for Hongkong via tho usual 
ports, and this afternoon the Nippon 
Yusen Kaishtt Ikner Shinano Maru will 
sail for the orient, calling at Yoko- 
hama and the usual ports of call on 
her way to Hongkong with a large 
cargo of Hour, cotton, machinery, etc. 
The Shawtmit of the Boston Steamship 
company sails outbound on Sunday for 
Manila via ports of China and Japan, 
without calling here. The steamer 
Lonsdale of the Canadian-Mexican 
line, which has boon loading lumber 
and general cargo ;it New Westmin- 
ster and Vancouver, reached Lady- 
smith yesterday afternoon to coal, and 
will sail from the outer dock today 
for Salina Cruz by way of Guayamas, 
Mazatlan, Manzanlllo and Acapulco. 
The steamer Teucer of the Blue Fun- 
nel line will sail from hero tomorrow 
morning with a largo on board loaded 
at this port, Vancouver, Tacoina and 
Seattle, including heavy shipments of 
canned salmon, whale oil, etc. She is 
calling today to embark a number of 
Chinese steerage passengers booked 
from here for Hongkong. The Teucer 
is also carrying a small box contain- 
ing the ashes of the late Georgo 
Sutherland, of Waterhouse & Co., for- 
merly manager of the Holt steamers 
at Shanghai. 

Several inward bound liners are also 
expected. T-lio steamer Tango Maru, 
which was scheduled to arrive tomor- 
row, was late in leaving Yokohama, 
and Is expected here on Friday with 
332 tons of freight for local consignees 
and "SO Japanese, and 70 Chinese pas- 
sengers for Uils port. The steamer 
Tartar of the C. P. R., which was re- 
cently sold to a Japanese firm at Kobe, 
and is making her last trip, is expected 
on Saturday. The Blue Funnel liner 
Titan and steamer Tremont of the 
Bqpton Steamship company, the former 
from Liverpool via the Suez, Singa- 
pore, Hongkong and other ports, and 
the latter from Manila via the usual 
ports, are both expected to arrive here 
on Sunday, 

The four inward bound liners ex- 
pected between Friday and Sunday 
have on board more than the number 
of Japanese considered as a year's al- 
lowance, according to the statements 
recently made by Japanese officials at 
Ottawa.

Passengers of Princess Bea 
trice See Skeleton Being- 
Dug From Earth 



When the steamer Princess Beatrice 
was at Skidegate, Queen Charlotte 
islands, some of her passengers visited 
the scene where a party of the work- 
men are exhuming the skeleton of 
seme great animal that seemingly 
roamed in the northern islands in the 
pre-glacial period, and they say the 
remains are those of an animal larger 
than any heretofore found in the north 
where many mastodons have already 
been taken from the earth. The re- 
mains uncovered to date show that the 
animal, whatever t was, stood at 1 
forty feet high, and measured e 
feet across the top of the back. The 
head was seven feet wide, and the 
cavities left where the tusks had 
seemingly protruded are sixteen inches 
in diameter. Photographs were taken 
of men crawling through these cav- 
ities. The scene of the find is close 
to Skidegate inlet, about four miles 
distant from the landing place. Part 
of the skeleton has already been sent 
down, and the remainder is to he sent 
to Vancouver. 

News was brought by the Princess 
Beatrice that development work had 
commenced on the Collinson bay 
group of copper mines, where work 
was being carried on by Mr. Trethe- 
way, a well known mining man from 
Cobalt. Work was proceeding with 
good success on the other mines now- 
being developed. Ikeda, superintendent 
of the Awaya-lkeda mine's, being de- 
veloped by Japanese on Ikeda bay, 
came to Vancouver as a .passenger on 
the Princess Beatrice. 

Tim steamer brought seventy saloon 
passengers and fifty deck passengers, 
as well as 15,000 cases of salmon, the 
bulk being landed at this port.
